At Nairobi West Airport, the ro,ular }.onday morning Lodestar 
was readied 2s ususl for its mérning flight to Mo,basa, and soon 
passongors filed aboard, littlo dreaming, any of them, of what wus to 
mest their astounded eyes baruly 20 minutes later, 


at 7 a.m, oxactly wita’) passenvers and s crew of 2 aboard, 
tho Lodustar took off. 


all went woll until 7.20 a.m. wnen suddenly tne radio officer

Eastlcigh's suggestion flashed in return was that the objuct 
might bo a drifting Motcoroligics1 balloon, but checkin, on tnat 
possibility, artur inspocting the, eniguatic object for several’ min- 
utes, Capt.Bicxnoll found thet tas wore he examines it, the loss it 
could possibly be wistasccn for « belloon, It was a ull silver colour 
and marked at reguler antervals along tnu fuselage witn vertical dure 
bands,’ The entire cutling, hu fiuna, was unuistaxcadly distinct; nor, 
“ tnhougna it appeared to bo incredibly distant, was its snarp outline

The day being vxceptionally clvar, -thurd wore no cloud sor

short of 1,000 m,p,h, during the period of observed flight, It

Rairsbi “Sunday Post* tne followin, Sunday said:' "If this

nino ordinary travelicrs",. It too, dismissed oota tie balloon and 
‘mirage’ theories, and concluded tnat hopes or a “natural” expldna- 
tion had begun to fade Other theories ranged rrom Maritan visitors 
to radio-controlled weapons, 


Fragmentary evidence acerucd since then increase the sum 
total of knowledge but little, U,S,"LIFE" Magazine early in 1952, 
published a sketch of tho objoct, which showed it to closcly resemble 
an ordinary lipstick tube lying on its side, More recently, in 
connection wita learning the whereabouts of the photographs taken 
from Capt, Bicknell's plane, the sustralian Flying, Saucor Bureau’ 
learnt that "the only «nown public photograyh of the object shows 
a blurred spot on the film", A motion picturu film taken ‘by another 
*passongor wes "“quity clocr* wo learn, but. the samu reliable source 
stated, cither laconically or ominously, it is hard to tall which, 
that "the mean with film is supposed to have disappeared",
